The town meant mul be Wotton Under-cdge, in this 
fame Diocef{s, which may psffibly bave 2000 inhad,tants, 
but probably not 4 quarter {0 many communicants ; the Vi- 
car of this place bas a Reftery about ten miles from it, in 
the fame Diocefs, and on the aecount of fome mt/junderftand- 
ing hermeen bim and bis prople of Wotton, be became ux- 
captble of doing any good by hes ministry amongst them, and 
bad fome time fince a di/penfation,during pleasure, for refiding 
upon bis Rebory, But 4 Curate wus then fetled at Wor- 
ton, whom the Parifhieners well approved of ; and he 
wes allowed by the Reverend Bifbop all she Vicarige dues, 
befides twenty pounds 4 year out of a Penfon of about 
Forty Three Pounds per annum, frem Chrift Church in 
Oxford, Sefides a fon 
tiry contribution of the peeple, Nor baw the Vicar any 
more allowed to him, than what Remains of that Penfion 
from Chrift Church, and the Rent of the Vicaridge 
‘Houle. And J dare farther be pofitive, that ‘sw fo far 
from being any thing of 4 Trath, that the Reverend 
Bifhwp bas aot heard one word of the Curate’s lear- 
ing the place; which would be very improbable, frem 
4 Jown left in fuch Circumftances, and efpecialy where 
fo many are concerned,

Golacd Ghanem dt tee ae doth hot sii tan ~ 
ch not commit iin; that is, doth not fin habiru- 
ally, or deliberately, and refolvedly, fo as to continue 
in it, as the Devil is faid to do. 2 §. The Devil {in- 
neth from the beginning, not only was once guilty of 
fin, buc flands to it, and continues in it, which whoe- 
ver does, ‘tis eafy to know who's his Father. Nor 
does God fo far change the mind as to unman his Crea- 
ture or take away that root of Liberty which is as 
cliential to him as his very reafon.

improperly omitted her in his Catalogue of thofe who 
lived along time, and fay fhe was very old when fhe 
dyed. To- make which ‘appear the more probable, 
they affirm the kind of hité which the Syi ted was 
very fit to make her arrive to extream old Age, be- 
caufe contemplation. does not diiipate-the feicits & 
much as labour and the common em)ioyments of men, 


belides fhe took much pleafure,and never fatigued her 
felf with any thing ; and ¢ dz hab itt dey

gsound, together wich the mof fimple food, are moit 
healthtul to fuch as are accuftomed to it, 2s may be 
feen by the example of the fir® Aermits who general- 
ly lived to a great Age. Some have thought that the 
Sybil made ule ot Macic to preferve her health ; 
but further add, chet this Art was nothing but a 
knowledge of the furprizing effeéts which the mix- 
ture of timples and minerals produced. Her name 
is faid to be Heroptilz, and her native Country Ery- 
threa, an Jonian Town in the lefler Afa, and a Greek 
Colony planted by the Erythreans, who dwelt between 
Thebes and Megara, They fuppofe the eriginal! of 
the names which have been given her, proceeded 
from the Voyages fhe made ; and fhew that the 
Sibyls, Cumaa anc Cumans, was one woman only, 
whole Oracles was a long time after prefented by 
an old woman to JTarqum the proud. And that 
this was the fame of whom  /ineus {peaks in the Sixth 
Bucid of Virgil. The firft Cave the Silyt dwelt in 
was near a mountain in the Territories of Erythrea, 
where the inhabitants of the place fay the was born. 
But the Cave of Cumes, which has her habitation 
for fo long a time, is not lefs famous, if it were 
but for the fine cekription which Virgi gives of ic. 


Excijum Euboica latus ingens rupis in antrum, 
Quo lati ducunt aditus centum, offia centum, 
‘Uade ruunt soridem veces refponja Sibylis, 


Fuflin Martyr in the cxkortation he adrefies to the 
Gentiles, affirms that he has himfelf {cen this Cave, 
tnat « refembled a great Palace cut in a Rock, that 
in the middle there were three hollow places of the 
fame Rock which were ufed to be fill‘'d with water,and 
there the Sibyl wafhed her felf, before the alcended 
a kind of a Lbrone, from whence fhe deliver‘d her 
Oracles. He alfo aflures us that the dyed and was 
bury‘d at Cumes im /taly, where he tells us he has {cen 
her Tomb.
